EXPECT LOANS.

The War Finance Corporation, it 
was announced today, already has 
lent $71,505,000 to railroads.

ninety-day paper. Officials ques- 
tioned, however, whether the terms 
of the act could be interpreted lib- 
erally enough to permit the cor-

financing. 

Only a few miljion dollars remain 
In the Ratiroed Administration's 
original sinking fund — barely 
enough to run the administration's 
machinery itself. In addition to 
paying $381,.000,000 to rallroads 
for settiements in 1918 accounts, 
the Railroad Administration had 
Planned to use this year $491,000,- 
000 for improving and extending 
tracks, erecting new bulldings, in- 
stalling bridges and other capital 
enterprises; $286,000,000. for care 
and locomotives already ordered;

WASHINGTON, March 4.—A bit- 
ter controversy between President 
Wilson and the Senate over the 
League of Nations and a filibuster 
by a few Republican Senators seek- 
ing to force an immediate extra ses- 
sion, marked the passing at noon to- 
day of the Sixty-fitth, or great war 
Congress. 

Called in April, 1917, to throw 
America’s weight into the conflict 
overseas, the Congress held three 
momentous and historic sessions. Par- 
Sisanship lay dormant during the 
war, but it broke forth in the last 
session to culminate in a final A- 
buster which successfully blocked 
passage of half of the fourteen _regu- 
lar appropriation bills, including 
the $750,000,000 railroad adminis- 
trative revolving fund, and the huge 
army, navy and merchant marine 
buagets. 

Though unsuccessfu) in their efforts 
to record the Senate in favor of an 
amendment to the constitution of 
the League of Nations as now drawn, 
the Republican Senators left in the 
record a resolution approved by thir- 
ty-nine of them opposing accept- 
ance of the charter in its present 
form. Republican Leader Ledge and 
other spokesmen said this wag notice 
to the President and the Peace Con- 
ference that the necessary two-thirds 
majority in the new Senate for rati- 
fication cf the present plan could not 
be obtained, Democratic leaders pri- 
vately epressed the belief that 
amendments would be made soon 
after the President reached Paris. 

WILSON AT CAPITOL 

President Wilson spent an hour at 
the Capitol before adjournment. Lat- 
er he formally announced that de- 
spite the death in the filibuster of 
the railroad and other bills, he 
would adhere to his refusal to call 
the new Congress before his return 
from France, and criticised ‘a group 
of men” for their obstruction. As a 
result of the filibuster, which held 
the Senate in continuous session for 
twenty-six hours, the President haa 
little to do at the Capitol except 
sien the 11,00, %% % wheat-guar- 
antee bill and exchange leave-tak- 
ings with members and friends. 

Because of the President's deci- 
sion on the extra session, members 
who crowded outgoing trains to 
night, felt assured that Congress 
would not again assemble much be- 
fore June 1. Leaders predicted that 
then it would remain in continuous 
session until the 1920 political con- 
vention. During the recess business 
will be virtually suspended, except 
for resumption tomorrow of the 
Overman committee's propaganda 
investigation and the meeting at the 
same time of the House Republican 
Committee on Committees.

President Declares League of Nations Not a Party 
Issue—-Says People Want Insurance 
Against Any More Ware. 


President Wilson said: 

“My fellow-citizens, I accept 
the intimation of the air just 
Played. I will not come back 
And 


of peace and of the world, that 
that may be soon. 

“The first thing that I am 
going to tell the people on the 
other side of the water is that 
an overwhelming majority of 
the American people is in fa- 
vor of the League of Nations. 
I know that that is true; I have 
had unmistakable intimations of 
it from all parts of the country, 
and the voice rings true in ev- 
ery case. I count myself for- 
tunate to speak here under the 
unusual circumstances of this 
evening. I am happy to asso- 
clate myself with Mr. Taft in 
this great cause. He has dis- 
played an elevation of view and 
a devotion to public duty which 
is beyond praise. 

NOT PARTY ISSUE. 

“And I am the mare happy 
because this means this is not 
a party issue. No party has the 
right to appropriate this issue. 
and no party in the long run 
will dare oppose it. 

We have listened to so clear 
and admirable an exposition of 
many of the main features of 
the proposed covenant of the 
League of Nations, that it & 
perhaps not necessary for me to 
discuss in any particular way 
the contents of the dotuments. 
I will seek rather to give you 
ite setting. I do not know when 
I have been more impressed 
than by the conferences of *the 
commission set up by the con- 
ference of peace to draw up a 
covenant for the League of Na- 
tions. The representatives of 
fourteen nations sat around that 
board—not young men, not men 
inexperienced in the affairs of 
their own countries, not men in- 
experienced in the politics of 
the world; and the inspiring in- 
fluence of every meeting was 
the concurrence of purpose on 
the part of all those men to 
come té an agreement and an 
effective working ‘agreement 
with regard to this league of 
the civilized world. 

CONVICTION IN IMPULSE. 

“There was a conviction in 
the whole impulse; there was 
conviction of more than one 
sort; there was the conviction 
that this thing ought to be 
done, and there was also the 
conviction that not a man there 
would venture to go home and 
say that he had not tried to de 


“Mr. Taft has set the picture 
for you of what a failure of 
this great purpose would mean. 
We have been hearing for all 
these weary months that this 
agony of war has lasted because 
of the sinister purposes of the 
Central Empires, and we have 
made maps of the course that 
they meant their conquests to 
take. Where did the lines of 
that map lie, of that central line 
that we used to call from 
Bremen to Bagdad? 

“They lay through these very

“And now what has hap- 
pened’ The Austro-Hungarian 
empire has gone to pieces and 
the Turki#h empire has disap- 
peared, and the nations that ef- 
fected that gréat result—for it 
Was a result of liberation—are 
now responsible as the trustees 
of the assets of those great na- 
tions. You not oniy would have 
weak nations lying in this path, 
but you would have nations in 


which that old poisonous of 
intrigue covld be planted ith 
the certainty that the crop 


would be abundant: and one of 


the things that the League of 


Nations is intended to watch is 
the course of intrigue. Intrigve 
cannot stand publicity, and if 
the League of Nations were 
nothing but a great debating 
society it would kill intrigue. 

“It ie one of the agreeménts 
of this covenant that it Ly the 
friendly right of every nation 
a member of the league, to call 
attention to anything that it 
thinks will disturb the peace of 
the world, no matter where that 
thing is occurring.

“There ia no subject that may 
touch the peace of the world 
which is exempt from inquiry 
and discussion, and I think ev- 
ervybody here present will agree 
with me thet Germany would 
never have gone to war if she 
had permitted the world to dis- 
cuss the aggression upon Serbia 
for a single week. 

“The British Foreign Office 
suggested, i plead that there 
might be @ day or two delay so 
that the representatives of the 
nations of Europe could get to- 
gether and discuss the possibil- 
ities of a settlement. Germany 
ap not dere permit a day's dis- 

ssfon. You know what hap- 
pened. So soon as the world

“We know for a\certainty that 
if Germany bad thought for a 
moment that Great Britain 
would go in with France and 
with Ruesia she never would 
have undertaken the enterprise, 
and the League of Nations is 
meant as a notice to all outlaw 
nations that, not only Great 
Britain, but the United States 
and the rest of the world um 
go in to stop enterprises of that 
sort.

“Take an individual American 
and you may often find him self- 
ish, and confined to his specia!

I had not 
forgotten what the epirit of the 
American people is, but I have 
been immensely refreshed by 
coming in contact with it again.

“The only place a man can 
feel at home is where nothing 
has to explained to him. 
Nothing has to be explained to 
me in America; least of all, the 
sentiment of the American peo- 


ple. 

“I mean about great funda- 
mental apy ~ like this.

Though he relied upon America's 
training for hundreds of years in 
self-government to counteract the 
“hard, cruel, murderous specter of 
Bolshevism, in this country, Mr. 
Taft asserted that “if it spreads 
over and destroys the exi-ting gov- 
ernments in France and England 
and Italy and threatens them and 
includes the whole of Europe in its 
poisonous and contagious influen 
we must not minimize its dange 
to our own civilization. 

“We should not ignore the pro- 
found embarrassment that we would 
have in our relations to a RBolshe- 
vist “urope with its present civil- 
ization degtroyed,” he continued. 
“Looked at from either a selfish or 
a world point of view, no higher 
duty ever was laid upon the United 
States than now at this critical 
juncture in the world’s history.

BJECTORS TO THE PEACE LEAGUE 

IN THE SENATY. 
Just as the height of a tower can be 
measured by ita shadow, the importance of 


the criticiem aimed at its constitution. The 
commissioners representing the five great 
powers that crushed Germany were unani- 
mous in their indorsement of the league 
plan. It has met with the almost unani- 
mous approval of the neutral countries; 
yet, curiously enough, while the greatest ex- 
ponent is the President of the United States, 
more criticism of the plan has come from 


source outside the Central Powers. 

One does not have to look far beneath 
the surface to discover the cause of the op- 
position in this country to the league con- 
stitution, while it is generally accepted in 
lhurope and Asia. During the last hundred 
years the American people have loved their 
independence almost as they have loved 
their God. The great powers 
have always been united in some form of 
alliance and none. of them has trusted to 
its unsupported strength to protect it 
against the rest of the world. Leagues and 
ententes have been formed and dissolved 
in an attempt to maintain that delicate dip 
lomatic balance known as the European 
equilibrium. The most successful ministry | 
has been that which formed the most pow- 
erful connections. Such a policy ts as for 
eign to American ideas of government as 
crowns and royal livery. ‘ 

Popular opinion has attributed America’s 
progress and independence to two well- 
established policies, that formulated by 
Washington when he declared against all en- 
tangling alliances and that pruomulgated by 
Monroe in his celebrated Monroe Doctrine.. 
Who strikes at one of these has been held 
te alm at the heart of the republic. 

Senator Lodge has his objections 


Doctrine, which he says will be nullified if 
the Senate approves the treaties necessary 
to form a League of Nations. President 
Wilson bas replied that Senator Lodge 
Places a construction on the constitution of 
the league which its wording does not jus- 
tify. In tig last Senate address Senator 
Lodge said that three lines written into 
the league constitution would maintain the 
Monroe Doctrine in its integrity and a sem!- 
Official statement from ‘Washington is to 
the effect that the amendment would not be 
objectionable. If this proves to be true one 
of the meatiest bones of contention has al- 
ready been removed. 

But it is not to easy to dispose of the 
argument against Buropean alliances. Sen- 
ator Sherman has placed an extreme con- 
struction on certain fons of the league 
constitution which, Tf accepted, would give 
to the executive council of the league the 
power to arbitrate all questions relating to 
tariffs, immigration laws, armaments, es- 
ports and imports, industrial disputes and 
class animosities. Other Senators have 
viewed the constitution with less alarm, 
but with an evident desire to destroy rath- 
er than to fortify. 

Under the heed of alliances comes the 
question of limitation of armaments. Arti- 
cle & of the constitution enacts that the 
executive council “shall determine .... 
what military equipment and armaments 
are fair and reasonable in.proportion to the 
scale of forces laid down in the programme 
of disarmament, and these limits, when 
adopted, shall not be exceeded without per- 
miasion of the executive council.” As there 
is a provision that there shall be just nine 
votes in the executive council] and that each 
of

America must sacrifice some of that iso- 
lated independence it has enjoyed for more 
than one hundred years in order to form a 
component of the League of Nations. It is 
a question whether we make that sacrifice 
or the other sacrifice of giving up our young 
men as they attain their majority for three 
years’ service in the rmy or navy, and we 
shall approve an army and navy budget 
totaling at least $4,000,000,000 a year. Politi- 
cal servitude ig the term of reproach used 
by the “Little Americans” to designate 
America's condition under the domination 
of a League of Nations. Economic servi- 
tude. is the alternative offered by taxing 
away a quarter of our wealth to protect our 
isolated independence. 

The argument against surrendering 
sovereign rights is imposing in form but 
weak in substance. America has been de- 
liberately surrendering sovereign rights for 
more than 100 years. Whenever a treaty 
is made with another nation we are bind-
